One of the most ancient of all sea 
“y arns” is one that ships ha^e escaped 
from the fearsome monsters of the 
deep by throwing them a tu b to div ert 
their attention, in mu ch the same way 
that a landsman might sacrifice a gar­ 
ment in order to escape a bu ll. 
In 
Mu nster’s “Cosmography ,” pu blished 
in 15 44, there is a pictu re of a v essel 
escaping from a whale by this strata­ 
gem, 
while the earlier editions of 
Swift’s “Tale of a Tu b” hav e a similar 
one. 
These stories were u su ally toid 
iu su ch an incoherent way that people 
became skeptical of their tru th, and 
when a pleader named Tu bb pu t a 
cau se before Sir Thomas More in ou t­ 
rageou sly rambling langu age that chan­ 
cellor jocu larly remarked. “Here is a 
tale of a tu b.” Thereafter the ex pres­ 
sion became part of the slang of the 
period u ntil mu ch later it was raised 
to a higher rank by becoming the 
title 
of Swift’s famou s work.

Nor shou ld Ru ssia be forgotten. A 
step toward constitu tional government 
has been taken in the lau d of the czar. 
M Witte bu ilt* it as the greatest event 
In Ru ssian history. Ills eyes have a 
long vision. Perhaps he is right. 
The actu al signing of the treaty of 
Portsmou th-—for so It will be known— 
recalls other like happy events in other 
days. 
The fact that the ending of 
bloodshed has always been hailed with 
¿acclaim shows that the world’s heart 
ds right. 
Perhaps some day Its head 
may be as right as its heart. 
Peace treaties of the present age are 
am ou tgrowth of the amenities of mod- 
-ern warfare. In the ancient days the 
negotiation of a treaty was a “stand 
¿and deliver” affair. Take, for example, 
the one made by Ju liu s Caesar at the 
•close of his eight years’ campaign in 
<Jau L, as told by himself in his famou s 
‘‘Commentaries.” 
He admits frankly 
tha t he took everything that was mov­ 
able and carried It into Italy, leaving 
l» eace behind him, ou t little else. 


Treaty of Westp halia. 
One of the most important of old 
itime peace treaties was that of West- 
•phalia. conclu ded Oct. 24. 1648 
it 
ended the Thirty Years’ war, in which 
fGostavu s Adolphu s fou ght so valiant- 
Uy. 
This long and bloody conflict had 
fits beginning in a religiou s controver­ 
sy. 
The Protestants had begu n to as­ 
sert themselves and had seized chu rch 
hands and converted them to their own 
■pu rposes. 
Ferdinand of Au stria was 
a faithfu l son of the chu rch and also 
a shrewd polirtoal schemer. 
He coax- 
>ed Spain to become his partner in a 
•campaign to su bju gate the small Ger- 


belliou s American colonies negotiations 
were opened relu ctantly and with ex­ 
ceedingly bad grace for conclu ding a 
treaty of peace. 
Paris was chosen as 
the. place of conference. 
There were 
so many and su ch seriou s differences 
at the early meetings of the commis­ 
sioner« that progress was very slow, 
and 
adjou rnments 
wore 
frequ ent. 
There were no cables or steamships in 
those days, and it took a good deal of 
time to send home for instru ctions. 
On Nov. 1”, 1782, the protocol was 
signed. 
“W e hope the terms we have 
obtained will be satisfactory, thou gh 


A fter General ¡Scott had won the war 
with Mexico, President Polk sent Nich­ 
olas Trist, chief clerk of the* state de­ 
partment, to that cou ntry to negotiate 
a treaty of peace. General Scott re- 
: seated the president’s action, and he 
! was so ou tspoken in his wrath that 
j Trist was officially recalled, bu t re- 
; mainod to complete bis work. A treaty 
| of peace was made and signed at Gu a- 
j dalu pe Hidalgo. By the terms of this 
convention Mexico lost California and 
j New Mexico. 
The Crimean w ar was brou ght to a 
C lose by the treaty of Paris of 1866. 
] The powers had long been at tl>e point 
of ru ptu re, bu t it was Ru ssian greed 
that precipitated the conflict. The czar ! 
seized some of the minor provinces, 
and it took abou t a year to convince 
him that he had exceeded his right. 
Du ring that period occu rred the des­ 
perate battles of Inkerman and Bnla- 
j klava. The treaty that followed made 
the Black sea neu tral to all commerce, 
bu t dosed to ships of war. It also shu t 
ou t all vessels of war from the D ar­ 
danelles. 
The American civil w ar had a pe­ 
cu liar finish. 
There was never any 
peace treaty, bu t the w ar ended with 
the su rrender of General Lee at Appo­ 
mattox Cou rthou se. 
Lee offered to 
treat for peace after the u su al method, 
bu t Grant declined on the grou nd of

In the peace treaty that conclu ded 
the 
Franco-Pru ssiau 
war 
Germany 
drove a hard bargain. 
The kaiser's 
army was intrenched ju st ou tside of 
Paris when the preliminaries were 
signed. 
After the captu re of the gay 
capital Emperor William added to the 
original demand an indemnity of $1,- 
20u .ti0u ,900. 
M. Thiers su cceeded in 
having this stu pendou s su m redu ced 
to $l,000,u 00,000. 
Most galling of al! 
was the conversion of the long dispu t­ 
ed Alsace and Lorraine into German 
provinces. 
The latest war between Ru ssia and 
Tu rkey, that of 1877, was ended by the 
preliminary peace of Son Stefau o, fol­ 
lowed by tiie treaty of Berlin. It has 
u ever been difficu lt for a Christian na­ 
tion to fiu d a pretext for beginning a 
qu arrel with the Tu rk, and the czar’s 
excu se was the massacre of the Chris­ 
tians lu Bu lgaria by the basld bazou ks. 
As It was evident that Tu rkey was 
likely to get the most thorou gh dru b­ 
bing sl.^had ever received, the powers 
interfered and insisted u pon a treaty. 
The su ltan was a tremendou s loser, bu t 
the Tu rk still remained in power su ffi­ 
cient to “preserve the peace of Eu ­ 
rope.” 


When J apan Whipped China. 
Ou e of the most important peace 
treaties negotiated in modern times 
was that of Simou oseki, between China 
au d Japan, it Is especially noteworthy 
becau se it was the first peace treaty 
between oriental 
nations condu cted 
after the Cau casian fashion. It is in­ 
teresting to Americans becau se John 
W. Foster, once the head of the Ameri­ 
can departm ent of state, was one of 
the representatives of China. 
By its 
terms Japan received an indemnity oi 
$200,000,000 au d acqu ired the rich is­ 
land of Formosa. 
The Spanish-American war treaty, 
signed au d ratified in 1899, was the 
latest addition to the collection of su ch 
docu ments on file in the library of the 
state departm ent On Ju ly 26, 1808,

throu gh the French ambassador at 
Washington. 
When the proceedings 
opened it was evident that the Spanish 
commissioners had come to Paris de 
tennlned to obtain whatever advan­ 
tage the dilatory tactics of peninsu lar 
diplomacy cou ld bring abou t. It was 
also patent to the American members 
of the commission that the other skle 
had no intention of adhering to the 
terms of the protocol if by any means 
they cou ld be avoided.
